HALF OF MARS DRY AS DESERT

CHICAGO, April 1.—One-half of 


Mars is as dry as the Sahara Des- 
ert, a spectrum study of the ruddy 
planet disclosed, the University of 
Chicago Astrophysical Journal has 
announced. 

It was spring on Mars when the

As has been told, the President 
kept silent on the reports during 
the campaign of 1924 despite the 
efforts of his two opponents, Da- 
vis and La Follette, to bring them 
to light, and after his election, in 
June, 1925, announced thefe would 
be no change in the sugar tariff. 

Cut in Cuban Sugar. 

The text of the reports as now 
published confirms a digest printed 
in an article in the Post-Dispatch | 
May 1, 1925, which pointed out 
the loss to consumers through fail- 
ure of the President to accept the 
' majority report of the commission 
and predicted that he would con- 
tinue to refuse to accept ft. 

The salient feature of the major- 
ity report, as then. poinnted out, 
was the recommendation. of a 30 
per cent cut in the rate on sugar 
from Cuba, whence the United 
States gets virtually all of its sug- 
ar that is not produced In Loulsi- 
ana or the Western beet sugar _ 
fields. be 

Under the Democratic, or Under- 
wood-Simmons, act of 1913, the 
rate on Cuban sugar was 1 cent 
a pound. This was increased by 
the Fordney-McCumber act of 1922 
to 1.76 cents a pound. 

Report of Majority. 

After an exhaustive inquiry +t 
majority of the Commission (Cul- 
bertson, Costigan and Lewis) con- 
cluded that a rate of 1.23c would 
more than equalize the difference 
in the cost of production here and 
abroad. 3 

“A reduction from 1.76¢ to 1.%5¢ 
,on Cuban raw sugar.’ wrote the 
three commissioners, “would affect 
a relatively small proportion of 
the United States production and 
sugar companies which wou'd be 
affected by such reduction are in 
many cases so strongly situated as 
to require little or no tariff pro- , 
tection.” E 

The majority report went on to 
point out the effect of the pro- 
posed reduction on consumer. 

“Thé present cost to the country 
of retaining the present rate of 
1.76c a pound,” it said, “as against 
establishment of a rate of 1.23c a 
pound, is approximately $75,000.- 
000,. of which $35,000,000 acerues 
to the Government.” 

In other words the refusal of 
the President to abide by the find- 
ing of the majority of the Com- 
mission is costing the consumers 
of the country something like $200.. 
000 a day. This official estimate 
more than bears out La Follette’s 
campaign charge that the Presi- 
dent's inaction was costing the 
public in the neighborhood of a 
million dollars a week.
